It said France sees in the deci- 
sions announced Sunday night by 
President Nixon “proof that the 
American authorities are assessing 
henceforth the gravity of the mo- 
netary situation due to the deficit 
of the American ‘balance. of pay- 
ments” 

Tt said as a solution to the cur- 
rent monetary crisis, France opted 
for two exchange markets. One 
would follow the rules of the inter- 
netional monetary fund for mer- 
chandise transactions, it said.

— All 38 
soldiers on board a U.S. Army 
helicopter are believed to have 
perished in a mid-air explosion in 
southern Germany yesterday, the 
U.S. Army said.

The speakers demanded that autopsies be performed " 
only with the prior consent of the deceased person ας 
or his next of kin, as is the case, they claimed, “in 
ali civilized countries.” They said that 90 per cent of ἢ 
the Israeli public stood behind them in this demand. 
They also referred to the recently published State * 
Confroller’s report whitch pointed to the high 
number of autopsies performed In Israel's hospitals. 

Mrs. Meir herself, and at least two other ministers, 
were in the building at the time, but she continued 
to work as normal, nol reacting to the calls addres- 
sed to her over the loudspeakers outside. 

The demonstrators had brought a small group of 
rabbits and hares, who stood on the sidelines quietly 
munching carrots, blissfully unaware of the placards 
tied to their backs which read: "Cut us up — not 
human beings.”
